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Sanctimony In Saskatchewan

What is it about sanctimony that it seems to look so 
much better on our enemies than on our friends? 


Case in point: That old video tape, starring 
Conservative Member of Parliament Tom Lukiwski in 
his pre-parliamentary days, waxing less than eloquent 
as he comments on his presumed superiority to 
“faggots with dirt under their fingernails that transmit 
disease.”

If one of your complaints is that there are so many TV channels to choose 
from, but there’s still nothing to watch, then stay tuned because I’ve got some 
really great news for you. OUTtv’s recent announcement that they’ve entered 
into a programming and supply deal with here! from south of the border, means 
those two gay and lesbian networks will now be working in tandem to produce 
some fabulous new shows to air on both channels. And that ain’t chopped liver, 
considering OUTtv currently doubled its Canadian subscription base to more 
than half a million, and that here! appears in every one of the top ten markets in 
the US. 


“We are very pleased to have reached this agreement with OUTtv. This 
programming partnership gives here! the opportunity to expand our slate and 
continue to provide our audience with authentic and diverse images of gay and 
lesbian lives,’ said Mark Reinhart/General Manager and West Coast Executive 
Vice President of Distribution and Acquisitions for here! Films, “and we hope to 
continue to add more exciting and provocative entertainment to our already rich 
slate of films and series. We are confident that the best is yet to come.” 


Along with this programming output deal, another example of the many major 
initiatives completed by OUTtv is their easy-to-navigate info-packed new 
website. 


“We have designed our new website as a fully functional broadcasting platform. 
We are excited about being able to deliver more exciting content over the 
Internet to a greater international audience,” said Brad Danks, Chief Operating 
Officer for OUTtv and Convergent Entertainment. “The new management group 
is listening to the community, the cable carriers, the affiliates and the advertisers 
to fulfill the need on a global basis to be a beacon with positive role models.”

When | asked why there’s still some difficulty in finding OUTty, despite the fact 
they’re on air 24/7, Brad’s patient response involved an explanation about digital 
bundles that package OUTtv along with other lifestyle channels like Fashion 
Television, Slice, etc. He then offered high praise for, “Bell, SaskTel, Telus, Rogers 
and a few other companies that are at the top of the list because they bought 
into OUTtv’s unique vision from the start.’ But it wasn’t all roses, because he’s 
madder than a wet hen about one particular cable provider, “Shaw has been the 
worst at packaging, as well as in their general treatment. Please be sure to 
mention that they’re at the bottom of the barrel.”

One shocking statement from Brad that stopped me cold was, “The prelimi- 
nary allotment for OUTtv from the Canadian Television Fund is only $739.00!” 


| asked him to repeat that measly amount, just to be certain I’d heard him 
correctly. 


“Only $739.00, but that figure is currently under review.” 


Needless to say, one would certainly hope so. What kind of an outrageous 
insult to our community are those slim pickin’s? 


A brief list of some of OUTtv’s award-winning, audience-pleasing, cutting edge 
shows includes: Sugar Rush, Coverguy, Chris and John to the Rescue, Bad Girls, Let’s 
Shop, Mile High, World of Health, Queer as Folk, and Dante’s Cove. Now, with access 
to funds from here!, additional creative programming and production of better 
content is possible. 


“Because there is a deficit in the marketplace, funds will get spent to satisfy the 
male demographic,” Brad assured me, although he wasn’t at liberty to be more 
specific at this time. But even with popular programming, the network still faces 
enormous struggles competing in the marketplace against rival companies that 
have billions of dollars in resources. And building a successful channel does take 
mucho bucks and a lot of patience. 


“OUTtv is now marginally profitable for the first time ever. So I’m thrilled with 
our growth, current direction and very committed staff. Within the next five years 
I’'d like to see one and a half to two million subscribers, with the advertising 
revenue supporting the channel.”

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Ten Years of Fairy Fun

“XX” marks the spot as the Fairy Tales Gay & Lesbian Film Festival turns ten this 
year. The annual Calgary event is celebrating the milestone by increasing the 
program to ten days, from May 27 to June 5 at the Plaza Theatre in Kensington. 


Matt Salton, Festival and Programming Director, describes this year’s lineup as 
the best yet, with films from all genres. “There’s something for everybody this 
year; audiences will be treated to a highly commercial festival with films appealing 
not only to GLBT audiences, but also to straight patrons. We wish to create a 
positive space for a queer audience to be themselves but at the same time we 
hope to broaden the horizons of the heterosexual public. We hope they see our 
stories represented in a way that isn’t conceived by the mainstream, often 
straight, filmmakers in Hollywood,” he says. 


Trevor Alberts, Kelly Langgard and Kevin Allen created the first Fairy Tales Film 
Festival in 1998, based on the success of The Fire I’ve Become Film Festival. 


Salton is optimistic that this is just the beginning for Fairy Tales and hopes that 
with each year’s success there is greater buy-in from sponsors. “Like any non- 
profit organization, we compete for grants and sponsors, but we feel embraced 
by a city that feels we are bringing something special to the community.” 


Fairy Tales will include a strong documentary line-up this year including the 
Academy Award winner for Best Documentary Short Subject, Freeheld. 
Sponsored by the Calgary Police Service, the film chronicles New Jersey 
Detective Lauren Hester’s struggle to transfer her earned pension to her partner, 
Stacie Andree, after she is diagnosed with terminal cancer. 


Touching on transgender issues are two documentaries featured this year: She’s 
A Boy | Knew, explores Vancouver filmmaker Gwen Haworth’s process of transi- 
tion from biological male to female; and The Believers, a story about the San 
Francisco trans-gospel choir, Transcendence. 

Fairy Tales X will also offer more women’s films than ever before, including the 
hilarious lesbian riff on Tootsie, Butch Jamie, the Canadian dramatic thriller, Finn’s 
Girl, and the Japanese romantic drama Love My Life. 

One of Salton’s favourite films this year is the musical Were The World Mine, 
about a small town boy (Timothy) cast as Puck in his school’s production of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. “Timothy finds a recipe hidden in the play’s script that 
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enables him to turn his Wa 
town queer, including the 
rugby-jock of his dreams.”

It’s something new 
and fresh; it doesn’t shy away from sexuality but it doesn’t shove it in your face 
either.” 


He began writing screenplays more seriously on the recommendation of his 
manager and producing partner, Linda Carter.“l was making the decision to come 
out as an actor and she gave me some sage advice. She said, ‘you will lose some 
roles by coming out and you'll get some roles for coming out. What we can do is

create your own work—so start writing. 


He admits that it isn’t always easy being an openly gay actor in Los Angeles, but 
he wouldn’t have it any other way.“There is still an old stronghold on many actors 
in Hollywood to remain closeted, but when I’m old and grey | will be proud of a 
career playing gay characters that give visibility and lead the way for younger 
people.” 

In addition to introducing the film in Calgary, David is participating in a special 
Fairy Tales luncheon on May 31 (location TBA), where he will be discussing queer 
esthetic on television and in film. Thea Gill, best known for her role as Lindsay 
Peterson on Queer as Folk, will also be in attendance. 

Other Alberta filmmakers in attendance at this year’s festival will include Trevor 
Andersen (Dinx), Jamie Toggnazzini (Fish & Bird in Space), Edward Lee (Invisible 
Son), and Christina Willings (Cure for Love). 

Finally, if you like cheap thrills, Salton suggests you check the late night selec- 
tions The Gay Bed & Breakfast of Terror and the Sunday night Thrills & Chills 
Double Bill—You Belong To Me and Edgar Allan Poe’s The Raven. “This showing of 
The Raven marks the first time that legendary B-horror director David Decoteau 
stops teasing with the homo-eroticism and finally gives us some good old 
fashioned guy-on-guy action amidst the bloodshed.” 


The Fairy Tails kickoff party and tenth anniversary bash will take place on May 
24 at the Auburn Saloon. The evening will include drag performances by Fake 
Mustache and a silent auction. Tickets for Fairy Tales X and complete festival 
information is available online at fairytalesfilmfest.com/2008.

Thursday, March 6, 2008 was the big day at Celebrities Nightclub. Amidst 
performances by superstar Emanuel Sandhu, pop-stars Armstrong Jr., Jerome 
Mandrake, violinist Suzka, performance artist Dianna David and the Queen of 
Samba dancers, the top twelve finalist models hit the runway to screams of joy 
and excitement by the crowd.Aaron, Chad, Christopher, Darren, Dustin RT, Mark, 
Micah, Patrick, Peter, Pierson, Rhys, and Tyrone were in for one of the best nights 
of their lives.““Celebrities Nightclub was shaking; it was such a great moment that 
rarely happens in our city. “It felt like the time of The Beatles,” says producer Terry 
Costa. “I thank all that were involved, especially the 158 volunteers who for three 
months worked hard to pull this event together.’ 


The final live show, which crowned Vancouver’s Next Gay Top Model was a sold 
out extravaganza—the likes of which never before seen in the city of Vancouver. 
The crowds lined-up outside Celebrities Nightclub two hours before show time, 
many of them throwing themselves at security begging for tickets to cheer on the 
twelve gentlemen vying for the title of the show. The goal to sell all tickets was 
achieved a few days before the event and a few last minute fans were lucky to get 
in due to the venue opening up the catwalk and packing the crowds into the club 
like fish at the market. “Selling all tickets, where one hundred per cent of the funds 
go to our charity Friends for Life, was my main goal. We are proud to present 
Friends for Life with over $10,000 to go towards the programming and operating 
costs of such a great organization” adds the excited Costa. 


Since November 25, 2007—the day the idea to create the project came 
about—to the night of the final event, Costa spent over 500 hours creating, 
planning and leading volunteers through thousands of hours of tasks that included 
photo shoots, video shoots and even a day where the top twelve finalists went to 
serve dinner at the home of Friends for Life. Some of the contestants had their 
first opportunity to go to theatres, visit some Vancouver landmarks, be VIPs in 
many venues in the Davie Village (gay mecca of Vancouver) and feel like the super- 
stars that were being created in front of the community's eyes. “This may be to 
me what The Mickey Mouse Club was for Britney,’ said hopeful contestant Pierson. 
“Gay Top Model is my vehicle to come out to my dad,” added Chad. ‘It’s my first 
time doing a gay event ever,” said bright-eyed Patrick. All top-twelve finalists were 
beaming with energy as they froze their private parts shooting a music video in 
the middle of February at English Bay beach, “but it was all worth it” said Tyrone 
after he came out of the water wearing nothing but the stylish aussieBum 
swimsuit. “We are so lucky to be here working on this amazing project with 
amazing people,’ concluded Christopher, who is now known as the “older 
brother” as he is the only model contestant over thirty years of age. Rhys is the 
youngest, at twenty. For him, the final night was “the best night of my life—I had 
so much fun and the show was amazing. Everybody’s hard work paid off 
marvelously.” 


The contest process included visits from skating superstar Emanuel Sandhu, 
and various agents and producers. Comedian David C Jones became the acting 
coach for the models, Farhad Khan the yoga instructor; model coach was Jason 
Hadkin, and Marilyse Hamel-Mayerhofer the salsa dance teacher. These were only 
a few of the special guests who worked with the models along the way. 
Choreographer Rob Trinh created the fun dance for the music video and spent 
many hours with the top twelve. Make-up artist Raye Sunshine and hair diva 
Clement Luah were always on board with the photographers Adam Wojtowicz, 
David Sandford and official leading photographer Nicholas Jang. Sandford created 
many videos that were presented the night of the final event and will be 
showcased in the documentary film—currently in the editing process—entitled 
simply TOPI2. The release date is scheduled for August 2008, just before the 
television series How Far Will You Go? premieres on OUTtv. 


The gala event was more than a glamorous evening. Penned as the “Oscars of 
the Village” by a local publication, the gala was showcased in all dailies and weekly 
papers in Vancouver—a feat on its own. The show ran as long as the Oscars but 
was definitely much more exciting.

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TRAVEL

Arriving by plane at night as you approach the city of Frankfurt and catch your 
first glimpse of this metropolis on the banks of the River Main, you will instantly 
understand the origins of the nickname “Mainhattan”. The outline of the modern, 
tall avant-garde buildings and classic German architecture are distinctly reminis- 
cent of New York’s skyline. Although the city only has a population of just over 
600,000 residents, it is the home of the European Central Bank and all of 
Germany’s important banks that are renowned for their affinity towards modern 
skyscrapers and opulent designs. Perhaps the very existence of such financial 
wealth has assisted the GLBT community to proffer a much larger presence than 
one might expect from a city of this size. Whatever the reason, Frankfurt is an 
extremely gay-friendly city with a significant thriving gay business community. 


This is a city of contrasts. At it’s heart is the Romerberg historic seventeenth 
century old city centre—completely leveled by bombs during the second World 
War—reconstructed just over twenty years ago from the original plans. 
Surrounding the Romerberg square and throughout the downtown are thirteen 
major modern skyscrapers, including the Maintower opened in the year 2000, 
constructed to a height of two hundred metres with the first public observation 
deck at the top, and the Commerzbank Tower—the city’s tallest at three hundred 
metres. Old and new architecture exists in harmony to create a thriving 
downtown core. 


The central pedestrian promenade of Zeil and Fressgass Streets attracts people 
from all walks of life comprising all age groups and encouraging major retailers, 
bars, cafes and restaurants to locate here. Also, ensuring a lively atmosphere 
throughout morning, noon and night times. The Zeil Gallery is a major shopping 
centre with a fantastic restaurant and observation deck on the top floor. Located 
on Ziel Street boulevard—at number seventy-two—is the popular gay restau- 
rant-bar the Birmingham Pub which is open twenty-four hours a day, ensuring a 
gay presence in this popular city hub.

Yet another dichotomy of this city is located on the south embankment of the 
Main River on Schaumainkai Street—the Museumsufer or Museum Embankment. 
Here you can find sixteen diverse depositories housed in both brand new build- 
ings and restored historic mansions—a project that was undertaken between 
1980 and 1990 to showcase the culture of Frankfurt and Germany. Don’t let the 
sound of the word museum scare you because here you will find the German 
Film Museum, the Museum of Applied Arts, the Communications Museum, the 
Stadel Institute of Art, and the German Architecture Museum—just to name a 
few of the fascinating topics to explore. As an added bonus on Saturdays the 
street is partially closed off to traffic for Frankfurt’s largest flea market. And if 
that’s not enough, during a summer stroll along the river embankment you are 
likely to encounter one of the many cultural festivals or events. Plus, this is the 
best place to view and take photos of the impressive Mainhattan Skyline. 


After experiencing the beautiful and historic mansions of the Museumsufer, or 
the riverbank promenade, a short five-minute walk will place you in the old 
Sachsenhausen neighbourhood. The historic, original half-timbered buildings 
create a journey back through Frankfurt’s heritage. The main street is called 
Schweizer StraBe, a cosmopolitan boulevard with bars and two of Frankfurt’s 
most traditional ciderhouse tourist attractions: Zum Gemalten Haus and Wagner. 
These historic wineries produce their own Apfelwein (applewine) and can be 
identified by the presence of a wreath of evergreen branches hanging outside the 
location or a similar image included on their signage. The TextorstraBe and the 
old town, Altstadt, have the best known ciderhouses in Frankfurt, where the 
locals can be found after work enjoying their relaxing glass of the local brew. 
Warning—the first glass may taste a little sour but the flavor improves with each 
subsequent glass! Complementing this local specialty should be the traditional 
Handkas’ mit Musik—small cheeses marinated in a vinegar and onion sauce— 
with green herb sauce, or pork chops with sauerkraut. All of this should be 
experienced on the patio of a sidewalk café and bar with a clear blue sky and the 
hot sun glowing before sunset. This is a German epicurean experience at its best. 


In this diverse city it is not surprising to learn that the gay community has its 
own gathering place. Known locally as the Bermuda Triangle surrounding the 
Konstabler Wache Square, the cafés and bars are the local’s favorite place to start 
a gay night out. The reason for this location probably stems from the fact that 
once you are at The Triangle most gay establishments are within walking distance. 
The nearby Zum Schewjk is a very popular, always busy, local bar. Just down the 
street is Fraggels where great home-style food can be enjoyed at reasonable 
prices. Around the corner is Lucky’s multi-level bar, which has been serving the 
city’s gay community for over twenty years—and is still one of the most popular 
gay venues for tourists and locals alike on any night of the week. Close at hand is 
the Monte Carlo where you will have to ring the doorbell to gain admittance but 
the crowd inside will make it worth the effort. From here a short walk will take 
you to the Piper Red Lounge complex with a restaurant, classic bar, basement 
club and outdoor chill-out patio—a must visit during your stay in Frankfurt. In 
this vicinity, there are also three conveniently located upscale saunas and spas plus 
many shops and services catering to the GLBT clientele. 


These are only a sampling of gay venues to enjoy and a full list can be found in 
the Friends Gaymap that is readily available at gay businesses throughout the city 
centre. With more than thirty gay establishments, Frankfurt offers a lively gay

ment choice. It will take several days before you have 
enjoyed all that gay Frankfurt has to offer. 


Unfortunately, gay accommodations are scarce in 
Frankfurt, but the very gay Downtown Hotel is an 
excellent property in the heart of the Bermuda Triangle 
and is conveniently attached to and above Lucky’s. The 
rooms are large, recently renovated and reasonably 
priced. A breakfast for guests is served daily in Lucky’s 
lounge—at which time it is closed to the public—and 
the friendly staff will provide any assistance you might 
require for the perfect gay get-away. From here, every- 
thing in downtown Frankfurt is within walking distance 
and you are assured of a very gay welcome. 


A short distance from the centre of town are the gay 
and gay-friendly Enjoy Bed & Breakfast, Hotel Falk and 
Hotel Villa Orange, all of which require a taxi or transit 
ride to reach the gay action. 


Even though this city may seem to be all about tall 
buildings, historic architecture and shopping malls, there 
are several very large urban parks and gardens to enjoy 
on a sunny day. In fact the local residents are very much 
concerned about preserving green spaces and natural 
environments within their urban landscape. 


There’s an oasis of green in the heart of the city for 
a nominal admission fee at the Palmengarten botanical 
gardens—where tropical plants are housed in one of 
the world’s largest greenhouses, built in 1969. You can 
visit the Blossom House plus many of the other glassed- 
in gardens, or enjoy the fountains or rent a rowboat on 
the lake. This tropical retreat will easily make you forget 
that your vacation is an urban experience. 


Adjacent to the Palmengarten is the city’s largest 
parkland the Gruneburgpark, created by Meyer 
Amschel Rothschild—a member of the famous banking 
family. Rothschild created the park in English landscape 
style at the beginning of the nineteenth century and 
today it remains relatively unchanged and true to the 
creator’s concept. On warm days, both Frankfurters and 
tourists head to this park to enjoy the grassy lawns, to 
picnic, walk, jog, and play football. Rumour has it that 
there is a popular gay cruising area and nudist-lawn at 
the rear of the park to the right of the main entrance— 
of course local gay residents have staked their claim 
within this place of nature in the heart of the city! 


The Ostpark is renowned for its large lake, spacious 
lawns and ancient trees. At the Bethmannpark—once 
the private garden of the Bethmann family who founded 
Frankfurt’s oldest bank—the Chinese garden is particu- 
larly beautiful. Lastly, the Holzhausenpark features a 
magnificent lakeside villa open to the public for special 
events. 


Every major city seems to be proud of their zoo, and 
Frankfurt’s Zoologischer Garten boasts thirty acres, 


which are home to wildlife from around the globe. 
Exotic and nocturnal animal exhibits have made this one 
of the most renowned zoos in Europe. 


Yet another fascinating and unique part of this city’s 
past can be found between the Technisches Rathaus, the 
Schirm Kunsthalle and the Dom. Here lies an excavation 
area with ancient Roman remains known as the 
Archaologischer Garten—Archaeological Garden. 
Excavation work began on this site over fifty years ago 
and has produced finds from a Roman settlement, 
including parts of a Roman bath. Archaeologists have 
also uncovered the remains of a twelfth-century royal 
palace, thought to have been the favourite residence of 
the East Franconian kings during that century. The 
Archaeological Garden thus throws light onto several 
different eras in the early history of Frankfurt. 


No visit to Frankfurt would be complete without a 
stop at the site of the eighteenth-century home of one 
of the city’s most famous citizens—the birthplace of J. 
W. Goethe—where he began writing his most famous 
novel Faust. This is a faithful reconstruction of the 
original house where Goethe was born, with furnishings 
and artifacts from the late baroque period of his 
residency. The tours of the house and adjacent museum 
will give a greater perspective and understanding of the 
conditions at the time when this novelist, poet, 
playwright, and scientist called Frankfurt his home. 


Similar to European palaces, the majestic plaza and 
Alte Oper—Opera House—is a central meeting place 
in the core of the city and this impressive example of 
1880s architecture is dazzling. Although the original 
structure was another victim of the bomb blitz during 
WWII, the original facade and forecourt were recon- 
structed in 1981, faithfully following the original plans. 
Today, the Grosser Saal seats 2450 people and the 
Mozart Saal accommodates 720 audience members, 
making this one of the most sought-after venues for 
performing artists in Europe. 


Almost one in three of the people living in Frankfurt 
do not hold a German passport, meaning no matter 
where visitors come from, they will always meet people 
here who speak their language and a restaurant that 
serves their favourite food.

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Teaching Saskatchewan The A’s And 
By Rick Pollard 


On Thursday, April 3, 2008, a videotape was made public containing comments 
made by senior Progressive Conservative organizer Tom Lukiwski in October 
1991. Mr. Lukiwski went on to become Executive Director of the Saskatchewan 
Party and was elected as the Conservative MP for Regina-Lumsden-Lake Centre 
in June 2004. He was re-elected in January 2006. 


On the tape, Mr. Lukiwski says, “Let me put it to you this way. There’s A’s and 
B’s. The A’s are guys like me. The B’s are homosexual faggots with dirt in their 
fingernails that transmit diseases.” 


Mr. Lukiwski apologized on both April 3 and April 4 for his remarks and said 
that they do not reflect the person he is today. 


Nathan Markwart is a member of the B-Team, an ad hoc coalition of Regina 
queer community organizations who came together in the aftermath of the tape’s 
release. Mr. Lukiwski is his local Member of Parliament. He says, “I believe that 
people are capable of change and growth, that they are capable of learning toler- 
ance, respect and understanding of diversity. And | believe that there are many 
people in this province, and in this country, who held homophobic views in 1991 
but do [who] not hold those views today.’ 


“My problem, when it comes to Tom Lukiwski, is that | find it difficult to believe 
the same is true of him. Everything he has done in public life, in fact, suggests to 
me the opposite.” 


The B-Team says that Tom Lukiwski’s record in Parliament on issues of impor- 
tance to GLBT Canadians has earned him a failing grade. In particular, they point 
to his comments of June 28, 2005, during the equal marriage debate when he said, 
“| firmly believe that by passing this legislation, we start on a very slippery slope 
which could affect societal change in a very adverse way. | see things which have 
been expressed before that could come down the pike, things like polygamy and 
others, while hiding behind the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. | am fearful that 
societal change could happen.” 


“You want to give people the benefit of the doubt,” says Markwart. “But he’s 
made it clear a lot more recently than 1991 that he still believes there are two 
classes of people. How can we take him at his word now?” 


Some people suggested that Lukiwski’s 1991 remarks reflect attitudes from a 
bygone era that are no longer widely shared. But many queer people in 
Saskatchewan disagree, saying that the remarks on that tape are not all that 
different from some of the views that they hear expressed today. 


Cameron lived in Prince Albert, a city of 35,000 people located about 135 
kilometres northeast of Saskatoon, for several months in 2007 and 2008, where 
he studied carpentry at the Woodland SIAST campus. He says that Lukiwski’s 
1991 remarks reflect a lot of present-day attitudes in that community.“ think less 
people are willing to admit it. But | heard that sort of thing in my classes. Maybe 
not quite that bad, but that sort of thing definitely got said.” 


Cameron says that a flamboyant hairdresser enrolled in the esthetician course 
at SIAST became the butt of numerous homophobic jokes. “It became a source 
of comedy for some of the people in my class. At one point, the instructor even 
got involved!” 


In another class, some of the students would yell out “queerbait” or “fag” in 
reference to various characters in films they were watching. Again, the teacher did 
nothing to stop it.““The class was run really poorly. If | wasn’t me, | might have 
found it intolerable.” 


There are similar stories from other Saskatchewan communities. 


Moose Jaw, a city with a population slightly less than that of Prince Albert, is 
located approximately seventy kilometres west of Regina. 


Dale was a married firefighter with the Moose Jaw Fire Department for more 
than twenty years when he first came out in 2000, and was considered to be a 
model employee. 


He says that he first came out to one of his co-workers as bisexual, then 
panicked as soon as the words were out of his mouth. His fears proved to be 
well-founded, and in the months that followed, Dale found it increasingly difficult 
to trust his co-workers. “‘It even seemed at times that some of them were trying 
to trick me into making passes at them so they could out me,” he remembers. “I 
don’t know if it was necessarily true, but it sure felt like it at the time.” 


Dale and his wife separated that year as well, after he confessed to being 
unfaithful to her with men. They are now on good terms and continue to share 
in the raising of their daughter. Unfortunately, Dale’s relationship with the Moose 
Jaw Fire Department ended less happily. 


The process of coming out was, of course, difficult and emotional and Dale 
went on stress leave in 2000 while he attempted to cope. Over the years, he 
attempted to go back to the fire department on numerous occasions, but it never

worked out. “Every time | went back, there were barriers. | would take sick days 
because the working environment was so stressful and then get hauled up in frof 
the boss for using too much sick leave.” Finally, in May 2007, Dale left the Fire 
Department for the last time, and in November 2007, he went on long-term 
disability. 

He admits to harbouring some bitterness at the lack of support he received 
from the Fire Department, and believes he was singled out for his sexual orien- 
tation. “We've had other people who have had emotional breakdowns and are 
now back in the workplace. Some were on the third floor of the Moose Jaw 
Union Hospital, the psych ward, something which never happened to me.And yet 
those people are still working.” 


Dale’s experiences led him and a number of his friends to found the Gay and 
Lesbian Association of Moose Jaw (GLAM]) in 2003. The group has had its share 
of successes. wo community dances were held in 2004 and 2005. Neither event 
made significant money but they did pay for themselves. Dale notes that, more 
importantly, they were firsts for Moose Jaw’s GLBT community. 


Unfortunately, the group has also had its share of growing pains. Many of the 
original members have moved away, and the community dances haven’t been 
repeated in recent years.“A lot of people tend not to stay here,” says Dale.“Most 
of our current members are in their 30s, 40s and 50s.” 


“Unfortunately, young people don’t see much here for them. There’s a limited 
number of people, and they’re frightened of what might happen. In a community 
of 35,000 people, if you’re out, everyone knows. In a larger community, you’re 
more anonymous.” 


GLAM] still holds coffee socials every Tuesday at 7:30 PM. They also continue 
to host social events, such as the upcoming Second Annual “Dip And Dine”, which 
will be held Sunday, May 25, 2008 at the Temple Gardens Mineral Spa in Moose 
Jaw at 2 PM. Supper will follow at 6 PM at Nick’s Place Family Restaurant, just 
across the street. 


Support is now available in Prince Albert as well. The Saskatoon-based Avenue 
Community Centre for Gender and Sexual Diversity has established a Prince 
Albert Extension Office that offers a variety of programs and services. 
Community members can access a resource library, drop-in centre and peer 
support phone line on Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays between 10 AM and 
6 PM.The Centre also supports a number of groups including Lambda North (the 
adult support group), Two Spirits North and PFLAG. Prince Albert’s second annual 
Pride Week will be held the first week of June, including the parade on June 7. For 
more information, call 306-922-2228. 


GLBT people have made a lot of progress in recent years. But the attitudes 
expressed on that tape persist in many quarters and Canadian politicians 
continue to make policy decisions that discriminate against queer people. On 
April 8, 2008, the B-Team issued a call for concrete government action to prove 
to queer Canadians that present-day politicians don’t subscribe to Lukiwski’s 
views. Their list of proposed actions includes: 


- Ending homophobic bullying in our schools. 


- Providing funding for anti-homophobia organizations and for health care 
services for people who have suffered emotional trauma resulting from 
homophobia or transphobia. 


- Reversing the blanket bans on sexually active gay men donating blood or 
organs. 


- Endorsing Bill C- 326, a private member’s bill introduced by NDP MP Bill 
Siksay which would add gender identity or expression to the list of prohibited 
grounds for discrimination in the Canadian Human Rights Act. 


- Adopting similar provisions in provincial human rights legislation. 


- Endorsing the Montreal Declaration on LGBT Human Rights, which calls for 
an end to the death penalty worldwide for the “crime of homosexual sex acts”, 
the abolition of all laws against homosexual acts between consenting adults, and 
the right of asylum for those fleeing homophobic and transphobic persecution. 


An opportunity exists for the Saskatchewan and Canadian governments to 
prove to people like Nathan, Cameron and Dale, and all the members of the B 
—Team that present-day politicians don’t classify Canadians as A’s and B’s. It 
remains to be seen whether they will rise to the challenge or earn themselves a 
failing grade. W 
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The Summer Circuit

Summer is just around the corner and our bodies, once 
again, are on our minds. Most of us are looking forward to 
spending time outdoors, shirts off, soaking in the sun and 
making the most of the weekends.A trip to the cabin or 
cottage by the lake is definitely something to look forward 

_ to. So let’s concentrate on the major parts of the body 

from the abdominals to your back and pull these puzzle 

: pieces together into that sculpted masterpiece you’ve 
been dreaming of all winter! 


Okay, most of us would just be happy tightening things 
up and shedding some winter excess fat while feeling 
great soaking in the summer sun. Surely most of you 
already have a fitness program or have been following 

these fitness articles to help you set and achieve your 


goals. Therefore, let me suggest with the weeks leading up 
to summer that you seek some guidance from a qualified 
personal trainer and begin a full body toning program. The 
concept behind this is simple: put every body part through 
a simple (light to medium weight/medium to high rep) 
training session. This will help burn fat, add shape and lean 
; up those body parts you’ve selected to show off this 


summer.

Complete a series of exercises one time through, in 
sequence, and then repeat at least one or two more times. This is known as 
Circuit Training, as it moves quickly from one exercise to another. It combines 
high-intensity exercise with an aerobic edge and beneficial resistance training. A 
lot of gym facilities have dedicated areas for this type of training. You'll find this to 
be an excellent way to accomplish a well-rounded workout in approximately 
thirty minutes. Furthermore, it is one of the best ways for beginners and those 
of average fitness abilities to complete a stimulating workout—or for those on 
the go with limited time in their day to focus on fitness. 


The beauty of circuit training is that it can easily be ramped up in intensity for 
those more advanced fitness buffs. Programs can be adjusted to reflect age, 
health, fitness ability and availability of fitness equipment. They’re also simple 
enough to understand and one feels a great sense of achievement after accom- 
plishing the circuit. This type of training not only provides a suitable muscular 
fitness stimulus but also helps to challenge and improve our cardiovascular health. 


Circuit training usually encompasses a machine or activity that that will target 
each body part. Work on each exercise for a duration of approximately twenty 
to thirty seconds per set with a thirty-second recovery between each exercise. 
For example, say you’re doing the bicep curl machine, just complete one set of 
approximately ten to fifteen reps and then move on to the next machine or 
activity with a short twenty to thirty-second recovery time. Then, move on to the 
next body part and so on. Keep in mind the speed of the circuit should not be a 
result of moving your muscles fast, rather it should come from less rest time 
between each exercise. Always ensure you use proper form and technique. 


While there are so many different types of circuit training exercises—too many 
to mention—the areas to target can best be broken down into four body 
categories: Upper-body, Core & Trunk, Lower-Body (legs) and Overall Total Body. 


One thing | like about 
this type of training—besides 
the obvious results—is that 
the length of time for a good 
circuit is relatively short and 
it involves a variety of 
exercises. You may find you 
have no time to get bored, 
effectively keeping your 
interest and allowing you to 
exercise longer. This type of 
training will allow you to do 
an exercise for each body 
part from legs to biceps to 
shoulder to chest and the 
little muscles in between. If 
you look at the body as 
pieces to a puzzle, this type 
of exercising will work on 
each piece of the puzzle 
pulling them together to 
improve that masterpiece 
that is you.

Of course, always 
do a little warm-up 
prior to and even 
after your circuit. 
Often people incor- 


porate a smart 
thirty-second cardio 
activity between 


each stage of the 
circuit to keep your 
heart rate elevated 
and your muscles 
ready for the next 
circuit. Jumping rope, 
light-weight curls, 
running in place, etc. 
are all excellent 
forms of active rest. 


So, winter is a 
thing of the past—at 
least for a few more 
months—and the 
beach is beckoning. 
Therefore, I’m sure 
you will find with 
some guidance and 
with your safety in 
mind, circuit training 
can help us achieve a 
fit, toned body in no 
time at all.

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Gay Guerillas Go Straight

“Welcome, comrades! You have discovered the web presence of the most 
secretive gay organization since Opus Dei. Gay nightlife in Halifax will never be 
the same!” 


These are the opening words for the Facebook page for Guerrilla Gay Fare, 
Halifax. The use of the word “comrade” may make you think “Russian Revolution,” 
but the objectives of GGF are not political, nor violent nor confrontational but 
do call for social change in a way that some might consider radical. The Facebook 
page explains, “Basically a bunch of Gays, Lesbians, Bis & Trans homo it up and 
‘take over’ a straight bar for the night once a month—a la Guerrilla War Fare 
Style.” Communication among the 
members is handled via Facebook 
but neither the colour of shirt to 
wear to distinguish the group from 
the other patrons nor the name of 
the straight bar selected are revealed 


until the day before the “gay 
invasion”. The key element is 
surprise. 


The idea of queer group action to 
claim a larger share of public space 
originated in California and has since 
spread to Austin, Washington D.C. 
and several other major cities in the 
United States. The Boston chapter 
has the slogan: We're Here, We're Queer, We Want a Beer. Last year, Ottawa 
launched their campaign and it was the success in the capital that inspired Philana 
Dollin to start a similar group in Halifax. Dollin, with help from her partner 
Melinda Lively and Benjie Nycum, got busy setting up the Facebook page and 
members began joining very quickly.As of this writing, there are more than three 
hundred members and about eighty red and pink attired participants attended 
the first event at the bar Tribeca on February 29. Green shirts were worn for the 
second occasion at Boomers on April 4. 


The gay bars in Halifax—Menz bar, Blue Moon and Reflections—are popular 
and well patronized by the queer community, so why the need to go to straight 
establishments? | asked Philana Dollin, the self-described instigator of the group. 
Dollin said that the motivation behind the formation of the Halifax chapter of 
Guerrilla Gay Fare was “not so much a political message outward to the general 
community but more of a motivational message inward to the queer community. 
Many of the folks | know are bored with the environment of Reflections and are 
not entirely tempted by many of the other options for bar scenes in Halifax.” 
Women in particular, Dollin says, suffer from the lack of options. “For the ladies, 
there is Girlish Productions, a regular event put on for women (lesbians, bisex- 
uals, trans and their friends) which is amazing and well attended. However, in my 
opinion, there is not place (yet) where there is a real sense of unity between the 
boys and girls.” 


When | checked out the membership of the Facebook group there were 
indeed equal numbers of men and women. From a quick glance | would judge the 
majority to be in their twenties—as one would expect, since this generation is 
the main group that supports and uses Facebook regularly. 


The reaction from the straight bars has been friendly—extra customers and 
extra tips!—but what do other members of the queer community feel about 
Guerrilla Gay Fare? 


Raymond Taavel has a long involvement in gay rights activities in Halifax and is 
the president of Fierté Canada Pride. Taavel says “I’m pretty excited about the 
whole concept because it’s a ‘non-political/political’ pink-dollar-we-are-here- 
there-and-everywhere statement that speaks to our visibility, speaks to our diver- 
sity and speaks to the idea that the old formulas for gay spaces don’t work 
anymore for a generation that feels much more assertive, more secure in their 
sexuality and much more of an integral part of today’s society.” He continues by 
saying, “Besides that—it is just downright fun to do something different.” 


Something different is Matt Walters of Get Out Halifax (getouthalifax.ca) 
likes to encourage. His group’s purpose is to develop and organize recreational 
activities for the queer community—baseball games, curling, walking or just going 
to the movies. Walters has written on the GOH website in support of Guerrilla 
Gay Fare, Halifax. ““Too often we shy away from exploring new neighbourhoods 
and pubs in favour of the safe gay stand-bys. Now, |’m all about creating gay spaces 
in the city, but we shouldn’t have to live our entire lives there.” 


Daniel Mackay, publisher of Wayves (wayves.ca) the newspaper that covers 
queer news and views in Atlantic Canada, sees Guerrilla Gay Fare as a far cry 
from the activism of the 1970s, but believes that as a purely social networking 
exercise it is very successful. But, in a recent issue of Wayves, Mackay asked, “Do 


we need a special, crazy event to get people together? Do we need to go to the 
straight community in order to build gay community?” 


Some would say yes. Recent years have shown some significant changes in how 
queer Canadians view themselves and their lives. More and more queer groups 
are hosting pride activities in our own home towns, no longer feeling that we 
need to go to a large city to be openly authentic about who we are. Big cities 
were the places we went to in order to disappear from general scrutiny, to disap- 
pear into the crowd. We created our own spaces, our own neighbourhoods and 
we developed solidarity together. The problem occurs when the safe cocoon of 
the gay village becomes a gay ghetto and we become afraid to move beyond its 
boundaries. 


There are those who say that what we have created is just a larger version of 
the closet, and one we need to come out of, that we need to have the choice to 
be outwardly, happily, unashamedly queer beyond the confines of the comfortable 
gay neighbourhood. Guerrilla Gay Fare is not advocating that we abandon gay 
bars and restaurants but rather that we expand that comfort zone to make areas 
where queers and straights overlap. The organizers of Guerrilla Gay Fare think it 
is time that the two groups started getting more familiar with each other. 


Plus, right-wing evangelical types may become very nervous and see the actions 
of GGF are proof of the long suspected gay agenda to take over the world one 
bar at a time. Bonus! W 
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Gay Travel in Canada—A Booming Business

For years, the travel industry in this country catering to the GLBT community 
simply relied on American numbers and divided by ten. After all, with a small 
market in a country with a relatively small population, getting data of our own 
was an expensive proposition. 


Enter the Canadian Gay & Lesbian Chamber of Commerce (CGLCC), founded 
in 2003 by Bruce McDonald and Darrell Schuurman. One of their first project 
areas was tourism—an undertaking that expanded so much that they split off 
part of its functions to form Travel Gay Canada in 2006. In 2007, with the partic- 
ipation of a syndicate of businesses, the CGLCC undertook a study of the travel 
habits of gays and lesbians in Canada, and were a few surprising results. 


“It was a unique survey because we asked Canadians about their travel prefer- 
ences within Canada, and that data has never been available before,” says Bruce 
McDonald. “When we began, we estimated the market to be about $7 billion 
based on the US numbers, but this survey actually came in much higher—at 
closer to $9.4 billion as the annual travel spend. That broke down to $5.4 billion 
within Canada, $2.4 billion to the US, and $1.7 [billion] anywhere else.” 


While that kind of breakdown isn’t unheard of, given that travellers will go to 
places that are closer to them, what they found was that of all the work going 
into marketing Canada as a gay destination has been going to the US to attract 
visitors—and not to domestic travellers. 


“Other than some groups such as Vancouver Pride, who buys ads in Calgary 
because of proximity, Vancouver Tourism doesn’t buy ads in the gay market in 
Calgary,’ McDonald explains. “We wanted to show that there is an opportunity 
to market within Canada, which may garner even greater returns. As the GLBT 
economy is understood a bit better, there will be more reason for people to 
create events to market to the community.” 


While Toronto, Montréal and Vancouver have tended to be front and centre 
when it comes to marketing to gay and lesbian travellers, the CGLCC is working 
with a lot of destinations, including a few surprising ones. 


“We are working closely with Halifax, and they’re making great outreach, and 
starting on the course,’ McDonald says.“Even with what little bit they have in the 
market, the awareness of the east coast has been high, and now people are 
becoming aware of Halifax specifically, so there’s an awareness there. In our 
survey, people within Canada were selecting destinations like PEI, which to my 
knowledge has done no marketing, but it’s a destination that Canadians want to 
travel to,and we’ve even seen it as a destination from the US, which is surprising, 
since they have trouble even finding the major cities.” 


McDonald chalks this up to being part of a sophisticated market. “GLBT 
travellers have travelled a lot, so one of the things is they’re looking for new desti- 
nations to travel to,’ McDonald says.“ think that right now Canada is in a unique 
position, what with the changes to our laws that have happened in the past, and 
even though we have a government that may not be as friendly as previous 
governments, that really hasn’t hit the headlines in the US. They know that they 
can still come here and get married and have protection under the law that they 
don’t have in the US, so at present we have that advantage.” 


Another surprising result of the survey was the revelation that the number one 
outbound destination in the country was Calgary. 


“| think that when we talked about it, the population in Calgary has probably 
doubled in the past ten to fifteen years, but the number of gay bars and destina- 
tions has declined,’ McDonald says. “With the population doubling, the gay 
population has doubled, so when they get their vacations, they get the hell out. 
Not too surprising when you think about it, but when you see this spike from 
Calgary, you start to wonder why we aren’t doing these trade shows in Calgary.” 


Marketing to gay and lesbian travellers is another challenge that the survey data 
can help with. In particular, one finding from the focus groups was that lesbians 
responded quite differently than gay men to the advertising that is currently out 
there. 


“The lesbians really didn’t see themselves in many of the ads,” McDonald says. 
“They put [in the survey] ‘model-looking women in the ad, that’s not me and | 
don’t really know if that person’s even gay’, whereas the men, regardless of their 
age, looked at the models in the ad and were a little more forgiving if they were 
cute, whereas the women weren't. The preference was they wanted to see more 
people like them.” 


This has broader implications for marketing to gay and lesbian crowds. “lf 
you're looking for a mature market, then put mature people in your ads,” 
McDonald explains. “One city that markets well to the party crowd is Montréal 
with all their long-weekend events, so obviously they would do well with young 
people in the ads. | don’t know why some of the other destinations are using the 
younger, party-looking people in the ads when that’s not the market they want. 
They want the slightly more mature traveller.” 


“This year, Toronto is going upmarket in the mainstream, so they’re obviously 
going to do that with their gay market,’ McDonald says. “That’s what they’re 
strategizing. Summer business was up in Toronto last year, which means hotel 
rates are up, and you can’t get the low- and mid-income people to come here in 
the summer because the hotel rates are $200-300 a night. It’s interesting that 
there are so few public-domain images out there. It’s becoming very obvious that 
destinations and advertisers have to shoot unique stuff if they want to advertise 
in the marketplace.” 


Other findings they verified from the US surveys was that the lesbian market 
is slightly smaller, doesn’t spend as much on travel, and more of them report 
[travelling with] children. 


Another interesting bit of data from the survey was that people in Toronto 
travel to Montréal twice as frequently as people from Montréal travel to Toronto. 


“Obviously proximity-wise, there was a lot of travel between Calgary and 
Vancouver, and in the triangle here between Toronto-Ottawa-Montréal,” 
McDonald says. “One of the larger things that stood out was that the spend was 
remarkably higher than we expected—it was almost double what the mainstream 
spends per vacation.” 


With over two thousand slides’ worth of data from the survey available, the 
CGLCC is hoping that potential sponsors or those looking to break into the 
market will access the data in order to better focus their marketing. But it’s not 
only business who can benefit from the data, McDonald says. 


“It’s also a tool for organisations like Prides, or gay and lesbian film festivals and 
so on, to quantify the market because they’re going to go out and look for 
sponsorship for events.” 


In the near future, the CGLCC is hoping to conduct a similar study with banks 
and other financial institutions participating in a syndicate in order to further help 
to quantify the gay and lesbian market in this country. W
